After three years, traffic redux

Town Planner Stephen Colyer intends to 


hire a consultant to conduct a traffic 
count on Abbot Street, whether near- 
by Willoughby Estates developer 
John McGarry wants him to or not. 

Willoughby Estates, a 13-lot con- 
ventional subdivision proposal, is 
back before the Planning Board, after 
a three-year hiatus in land court, 
because a judge ruled in August that 
the board denied the development 
unfairly in 1997, using means and 
logic beyond its powers. 

But a lot can change in three 
years, says Colyer. 

Therefore, he recommended to the 
Planning Board last Tuesday, Sept. 26 
that the volume of traffic on Abbot 
Street — the neighborhood where 
McGarry wants to construct Willough- 
by Estates — be counted and com- 
pared to results found in the board’s 
full-blown traffic study in 1997. 

While a traffic study is routine in 
many typical planning hearings, 
McGarry’s lawyer Howard Speicher 
of Davis Malm & D’Agostine in 
Boston says the board is once again 
overstepping its bounds.

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Town still looks to unload Smythe tax house 


Sale: Will third time be charm?

Who knew it could be so hard to sell a 
home in Andover for $200,000? 

Selectmen Chairman Brian Major and Tax 
Collector David Reilly are crossing their fin- 
gers that John Faneros of Lowell will sign 
papers to purchase 32 Lincoln St., the proper- 
ty Andover took over because resident Mary 
Smythe owed the town $70,000 in back taxes, 
says Officials. 

Faneros bid $200,000 for the property back 
in July when the land went to auction, 
becoming the third-highest bidder for the 
Lincoln Street property. 

Since then, the two highest bidders have 
decided against buying the property, where 
Smythe still resides. 

After the top two bidders fell through, auc- 
tioneer Michael Harkins contacted Faneros, 
who put down a $5,000 deposit on the house 
Sept. 15, securing the property. 

Now, all the town can do is sit back and 
wait until Oct. 30, Faneros’ deadline to sign 
the papers and finish the deal, says Reilly. 
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Major, like Reilly, says the transaction 
should go smoothly this time around. 

“I see no reason that it won't,” he says. 

Major thinks Faneros might be interested 
in closing the deal as soon as Oct. 12. 

If the town cannot successfully sell the 
house, the Board of Selectmen will have to 
reevaluate its options, says Major. Those 
options might include evicting Smythe, 
which could improve the property’s appeal to 
prospective buyers, Major had said earlier. 
Smythe has not yet moved out of her home, 
Major says. 

“If it doesn’t go through, we will reevalu- 
ate the situation to see whether we go back 
and do a new auction, or whether we evict 
her and then try to do an auction,” he says. 

A third option is to put money into fixing 
up the property, but Major does not favor that 
choice. 

“Anybody that is going to buy the parcel 
isn’t going to buy the land for the house,” he 
says. “I would never support putting money 
in to fix up the facility.” 
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Police say signs a matter of safety 
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No parking? No way, says Maple Avenue

When it comes to the issue of placing 
no-parking signs on Maple Avenue, 
selectmen appear caught between the 
rock of state safety standards and the 
hard glare of angry residents.

State standards recommend that 
traffic lanes, as well as parking lanes, 
remain a certain width for safety rea 
sons, says Cronin. No matter how you 
look at it, Maple falls short of those 
standards to allow both parking and 
two-way traffic, he adds. 


“There are minimum lengths of 


widths. And we do not have that on 
that street,” Cronin says. 

Between 10 and 16 no-parking signs 
could be installed along Maple 
Avenue to enforce the safety stan- 
dards, says Director of Public Works 
Jack Petkus. 

Along with some residents, some 
selectmen were not convinced that 
Maple Avenue is truly a safety con 
cern.

ACT-ing lesson 
well needed 


Andover has the same problem that 
many affluent suburbs with a stellar 
housing market do 

Some senior citizens can not longer 
afford to live in the town where they've 
raised their kids and, sometimes, grand 
kids. Additionally, many of those kids 
and grandkids can't afford to move back 
to their hometown. 

In recent years, town officials have 
paid more attention to this issue verbally. 

They've also restarted the Andover 
Housing Partnership Committee to deter- 
mine what tools the town can use to pro 
duce more affordable housing. Selectmen 
this year listed creating affordable hous 
ing as a priority for the town. 

“It’s definitely an issue that the Plan 
ning Board is concerned about. The time 
to do something is before we get closer to 
build out, when it’s going to be to late,” 
says Chairman Michael Miller. 

But despite all this talk, it’s a private 
group that will actually build a new 
affordable home in Andover this year. 
And even it might not have been able to 
do so if developer Bill Perkins had not 
donated a small piece of land. 

Andover Community Trust deserves a 
lot of praise for the job it’s done. Members 
have worked eight years, and built a part 
nership with the Greater Lawrence Tech- 
nical School, whose students will help 
build the home for free. 

However, it’s taken eight years to build 
one home. If Andover is truly interested 
in creating affordable housing, it’s time 
for officials to take a page from ACT and, 
well, act. 

While selectmen have several large 
construction projects that must keep 
their attention, they can influence other 
town officials to pursue this task. Putting 
housing on a priority list is one thing, but 
actively pushing for action is another. 

The Planning Board could help brain- 
storm ways the town might provide 
incentives for developers to provide land 
or to build housing that the average wage- 
earner can afford. 

ACT president Susan Stott acknowl 
edges that the housing committee needs 
to meet more frequently to specifically 
discuss the affordable housing issue. 

If enough people want it to happen and 
get involved, Andover 
almost anything — even building reason- 
ably priced housing in town. ACT 
deserves praise for demonstrating this to 
the town at large

I learned to admire 
her choice and to understand that 
all of us fight our disease our own 
way. Our job, I began to understand, 
is to figure out our style and to go 
with it. 

And living our lives is the same 
idea. We have to figure what works 
for us.

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Three Andover Special Olympians ride high at event

This Sunday, three Andover resi- 
dents rode in the Northeast Section 
Qualifier of Special Olympics Massa- 
chusetts 2000 Equestrian events at Iron- 
stone Farm. 

Amy Griffin, Christopher Godefroi 
and Ronald Horovitz were among the 
55 Massachusetts athletes who compet- 
ed in a variety of equestrian events. 

According to Barbara DeNitto, 
equestrian sport director for Special 
Olympics of Massachusetts (SOMA), 
athletes are grouped into divisions 
according to their physical abilities. 
Age is also considered, as there are 
both 8-year-old competitors and partici- 
pants in their 50s. 

Sunday’s events began with an open- 
ing pageant, and top-finishing athletes 
were awarded gold, silver and bronze 
medals. Riders who placed first or sec- 
ond in their divisions were also invited 
to participate in the Special Olympics 
Massachusetts 2000 Fall Tournament in 
Boxford in November. 

At the conclusion of Sunday’s 
events, 36 athletes were invited to par- 
ticipate in the state competition, 
including Andover’s Griffin. 

The 23-year-old, who has Down syn- 
drome, received a gold medal for her 
performance in the equitation competi- 
tion. In this event, riders are judged on 
how well they control their horses, as 
they walk, trot, halt and reverse direc- 
tion, explains DeNitto. 

More advanced riders also canter, or 
gallop at a moderate pace. 

Griffin, who has been competing in 


Special Olympics for 10 years, also 
received a bronze in the working-trail 
event in which riders are challenged to 
maneuver their horses through a series 
of obstacles. 

Godefroi, 14, also competed in the 
equitation and working-trail events, 
placing fourth and fifth in his division, 
respectively. He has been involved in 
Special Olympics for five years and has 
been participating for nine years in 
Challenge Unlimited at Ironstone 
Farm, a non-profit organization that 
uses horses and a farm setting to pro- 
vide physical and occupational therapy 
to individuals with physical, mental 
and emotional challenges. 

“Quite often the therapy is how the 

rider gets introduced to (equestrian 
sports),” explains DeNitto, who is 
impressed by the dedication of the ath- 
letes. 
' “These riders are (at Ironstone 
Farm) every week,” she notes, adding 
that very little deters them from get- 
ting to their lessons. 

Among the other events held on Sun- 
day were vaulting, pole bending and 
drill team. 

Horovitz competed in the vaulting 
event, in which the saddle is replaced 
by a rubber mat with handles. Accord- 
ing to DeNitto, vaulting is like doing 
gymnastics on the horse. Athletes turn 
themselves backwards, sideways, and 
frontward while riding on the horses. 
More advanced riders also get up on 
their knees — sometimes even one knee 
~ while trotting. 

In pole bending, athletes are timed

advanced riders also competed in the 
drill-team event, a choreographed ride 
to music. 

“These athletes love what they're 
doing,” says DeNitto, who coaches at 
Ironstone Farm and has been working 
with some of the athletes for 14 years. 

She says the athletes live up to the 
Special Olympics’ motto: “Let me win. 
But if I cannot win, let me be brave in 
the attempt.” 

“They are competing,” she empha- 
sizes. “They love to get their medals.” 


Special Olympics Massachusetts 
(SOMA) provides year-round athletic 
training and competition in Olympic- 
type sports for individuals with mental 
retardation or closely related develop- 
mental disabilities. 

Equestrian events became an official 
Special Olympics sport in 1989. 

Ironstone Farm donated the use of 
its facilities, horses and equipment and 
was the training site for the Massachu- 
setts Special Olympics World Team for 
the 1991, 1995 and 1999 World Games. 
The next World Games will be held in 
Ireland in 2003.

Town public clinics: No shot at flu vaccine until November

Senior citizen Bill Poock gets a flu 
vaccine at a public clinic every fall 
But like thousands of other Andover 
residents, due to a nationwide short 
age of the vaccine, Poock hasn't 
received his preventative flu. shot 
this veal 

And although the flu season has 
harely begun, he has already felt the 
Consequences 

‘| spent five days in the hospital 
this season with the flu,” he says 
While Poock says he is normally not 
affected by illness, others may not be 
so lucky. “(The flu) is bad for any 
body in a weakened condition,” he 
says 

Many senior citizens could be fac 
ing an increased risk of influenza 
this year due to a shortage of vac 
cine, says Everett Penney, Andover 
health director 

“We have the demand, but we 
don't have the product to supply,” he 
Says. 

Pharmaceutical companies real- 


ized there could be a problem back 
in March when they experienced dif. 
ficulty trying to grow one of the 
strains used to create the vaccine, 
says Penney. When August rolled 
around, Mass. Dept. of Public Health 
confirmed there was a shortage 
meaning that the state had only lim- 
ited amounts of the vaccine, and that 
shots would be available to fewer 
people, in a less timely fashion than 
usual 

“Normally we get (the vaccine) in 
here the last week of September, and 
we hold our clinic about the third 
week of October,” Penney says. “The 
idea is to get people immunized as 
soon as possible, so their body has 
time to build up resistance to the flu 
bug.” 

But this year, things will be differ- 
ent, Penney projects. 

“We won't receive vaccine until, 
at the very earliest, the last week of 
October. The Mass. Dept. of Public 
Health advised us not to schedule 
any public clinics until after the first 


of November,” he says. 

The first clinic of the season is 
tentatively scheduled for the third 
week in November, a month later 
than usual. But late immunization is 
better than no immunization, Pen- 
ney says. 

“If people get the vaccine the sec- 
ond or third week in November, 
they will have protection for the 
bulk of the flu season,” he adds. 

Still, the delay and _ shortage 
makes increased and severe cases of 
flu more likely. “It can be a life 
threatening illness for people who 
develop complications with it,” says 
Penney. So, to help assure that peo- 
ple with the highest risk for prob- 
lems have a chance to be immu- 
nized, the state has prioritized who 
can receive the vaccine. 

“Last year, people of age 50 and up 
came (to the clinics) and we gave 
them vaccine with no problem,” 
Penney says. “This year, (DPH) is 
setting a priority for people of 65

G ontinued from page | 4) 
years of age and older, 
or people from 18 years 
of age to 64 who have...

Those people 
are at higher risks.” 

The older people 
are, the more likely 
they are to develop 
complications from the 
flu, including pneumo- 
nia and other respira- 
tory diseases, Penney 
says. 

Because some 
physicians may try to 
buy the vaccine direct- 
ly from the suppliers, 
seniors may want to 
check with their doc- 
tors before the public 
supply arrives, Penney 
says. Andover resident 
Mary Barbato did just 
that. 

“It’s important to 
me, because I have 
emphysema,” she says. 
“T already went and 
got mine. My doctor 
doesn’t want me to get 
chest colds.” 

Barbato says she is 
one of many seniors 
who value the protec- 
tion flu shots offer 
every season. “Even 
mentally, it helps to 
know you are protect- 
ed,” she says. “It's a 
wonderful thing they 
give us.”

Chronic sinus and ear 
infections in children may 
hint at underlying disease 


(NAPSA) - If your child has had eight or more new ear infections 
within one year, two or more serious sinus infections within one year 
or two or more months on antibiotics with little effect, he or she may 
have a deadly childhood disease that doctors often overlook. The dis- 
ease, called primary immunodeficiency, affects more children than 
leukemia and lymphoma combined. 

PI is a set of more than 80 hereditary disorders caused by a defect 
in one or more genes responsible for the development of key compo- 
nents of the human immune system. It afflicts 500,000 Americans, one 
in every 500, mostly children. PI, when not addressed immediately, 
can leave a patient vulnerable to prolonged diseases, permanent 
organ damage and, in more severe cases, death. 

Because the condition does not have unique symptoms, no one is 
sure how many cases go undiagnosed for long periods of time, but it is 
estimated that there are more than 500,000 undiagnosed. PI presents 
itself in the symptoms of ordinary childhood illnesses, such as sinus 
and ear infections, pneumonia and high fevers. The condition can be 
overlooked or misdiagnosed as an allergy or common infection found 
among newborns, such as asthma or bronchitis. Often, physicians 
treat each ailment without addressing the underlying cause. The dis- 
eases range in severity from chronic sinusitis to severe combined 
immunodeficiency, the so-called "Bubble Boy" disease. 

According to Anthony S. Fauci, M.D., director of the National Insti- 
tute of Allergy and Infectious Diseases, "Primary immunodeficiency 
has mistakenly been considered rare, even by skilled physicians. 
Many internists and pediatricians are now realizing the true preva- 
lence of this type of illness." 

A recent survey was conducted for the Jeffrey Modell Foundation, 
a nonprofit advocacy group for genetically immunodeficient children 
and adults. The survey found that 33 percent of the respondents stated 
that they were familiar with PI. But, when asked to name any of the 80 
PI disorders, not a single respondent could identify even one. The sur- 
vey also found that one-third of the respondents, after hearing a 
description of the warning signs for the diseases associated with PI, 
reported knowing someone with one or more of the symptoms. 

The Jeffrey Modell Foundation, with centers in Boston, New York 
and Seattle and two international centers in France and Israel, was 
established in 1986 by Vicki and Fred Modell in memory of their son 
Jeffrey, who died at the age of 15 of PI. A national network of medical 
centers — 32 to date —- accepts patients referred by a nationwide hotline 
(800) JEFF-844.

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Teach children the 
importance of giving 


(NUD — Family giving is catching on. In 
fact, according to a recent study by Fidelity 
Investments Charitable Gift Fund, 41 per- 
cent of the adults in this country say kids 
should be involved in charitable giving by 
the time they turn 18. 

But, how can families make giving a part 
of everyday life? For one, parents can 
encourage kids to pay attention to the 
world around them. Sharing proceeds from 
a lemonade stand, collecting clothes and 
canned goods for the needy, or securing 
pledges for a charity walk are just a few of 
the traditional ways that kids can get 
involved and make a difference. 

However, in recent news events, kids are 
unfortunately faced with seeing families 
much like their own affected by tragedies, 
such as school violence and natural disas- 
ters. 

Focusing on how to help these victims of 
tragedies in other communities can help 
kids deal with their feelings and develop a 
sense of control in knowing that they can 
help. Families can volunteer time at a soup 
kitchen or homeless shelter in their com- 
munity and see the fruits of giving first- 
hand. Charitable activities can help kids 
learn the importance of giving while they 
experience the joy of helping others in 
need. 

A natural extension of the lessons in 


charity is the decision by many parents to 
let their kids help decide where the fami- 
ly's charitable donations will go.

Parents can use everyday 
activities to help kids learn 


(NAPSA) - What's 
the best way for par- 
ents to help young chil- 
dren learn? "Drill and 
grill routines"? Flash 
cards? Not according to 
educator Samuel 
Meisels, Ed.D. 

He recommends par- 
ents involve their chil- 
dren in engaging, cre- 
ative activities that fit easily into daily liv- 
ing; not only is this approach more enjoy- 
able, but experts say it has proven to be 
more effective in reinforcing what's taught 
in school than have the "packaged" learning 
programs sold for home use. 

Rather than using flash cards, Dr. 
Meisels suggests parents engage in activi- 
ties such as: 

- Finding counting opportunities wherev- 
er you can. For example, for a 3-year-old, 
try counting the number of bears or flowers 
on your child's shirt or the buttons on the 
front; 

* Putting different food coloring tints in 
separate glasses of water. Add stalks of cel- 
ery and watch the celery change color. Ask 
your 4-year-old why this happens; 

- Encouraging your 5-year-old to arrange 
toys into different groupings, such as by 
color or size; 

» Asking your 6-year-old to perform small 


writing tasks for you, such as a note to the 
teacher; 

. Creating add-a-line stories with your 7- 
year-old; and 

* Working with your 8-year-old to make 
up the words to a song about your family.

However, merely ensuring 
that your child arrives at 
school is often not enough. It is 
also necessary for parents to 
stress the importance of acade- 
mics in their children’s lives. 
Parents should try to discover 
as much about their child’s 
school as possible through dis- 
cussions with both the child 
and the child’s _ teacher. 
Lawrence Kutner, 
the book “Your School-Age 
Child,” stresses the impor- 
tance of parents’ involvement 


in their children’s academic 
lives. 
“Children whose parents 


stay informed and influential 
in their children’s schools do 
better academically and social- 
ly than children whose parents 
do not. Parental involvement 
in elementary school is a way 
of telling your children that 
you value the work they’re 
doing and the efforts they’re 
making,” Mr. Kutner writes. 
Meeting with a teacher on a 
regular basis is one way in 
which parents can show that 
they care about how well their 
child is functioning in school. 
Ms. McCormick states that 
maintaining an ongoing dia- 
logue is an important responsi- 
bility for both teachers and 
parents. If Ms. McCormick 
notices a possible problem, “I 
would call a parent very early 
on. I wouldn’t let problems 
become severe,” she says. She 
also notes that the frequency 
with which parents and teach- 
ers should meet depends large- 
ly upon the personality and sit- 
uation of each individual child. 
“Your School-Age Child” 
gives advice for parents who 
are not sure exactly how to 
approach or interact with their 
child’s teacher. Interaction can

Mr. Kut 
ner first advises that parents 
should become involved with 
teachers before their child has 
a problem or is in trouble. He 
states that teachers and 
administrators are more likely 
to listen to someone they 
already know from more pleas 
ant circumstances. Parents 
should also attempt to gather 
information regarding school 
rules and _ policies before 
approaching a teacher. Some 
children may feel that their 
teacher is especially harsh, 
when in reality the teacher is 
following established school 
policy. Mr. Kutner also says 
that parents who are strug- 
gling to get through to their 
child’s teacher can choose to 
speak to a member of the 
school’s administration, such 
as the principal. 

Parents do not need to be 
limited to meeting with teach- 
ers or administrators in the 
event of a problem. Certain 
problems that children might 
be experiencing in school do 
not necessarily involve a 
teacher. For instance, some 
children have social problems 
that their teachers may not be 
aware of, and it is often valu- 
able for parents to seek advice 
from other parents. Ms. 
Vivona says that her nursery 
school has a school phone 
directory that contains the 
phone numbers of all of the 
children who are enrolled 
there; this enables the parents 
to call one another for advice 
or to schedule play sessions for 
their children outside of the 
nursery. Most parents take 
advantage of the directory, 
according to Ms. Vivona.

Most parents and 
teachers agree that the 
majority of children do 
not hate school. Some, 
especially males, might 
pretend they cannot toler 
ate school because they 
believe this is the most 
socially acceptable atti 
tude among their peers 
Most students enjoy the 
social and academic chal 
lenges that school pro 
vides, even if they are not 
always willing to admit 
this.

Taking mentoring to the 
next level through e-mail

(Newstream) Mentoring is a proven 
way to positively influence a young person's 
growth and development. Research has 
shown that people with mentors are more 
likely to feel self-confident, develop person- 
al talents and skills, attend school every 
day, go on to college and have a stable job. 

Recognizing the need for more mentors, 
People Magazine recently launched The 
Digital Heroes Campaign, a national men- 
toring initiative, in partnership with Amer- 
ica Online and in association with The 
National Mentoring Partnership, PowerUP 
and The Waitt Family Foundation. The 
DHC is a program that will unlock the 
power of e-mail communication to foster 
mentoring relationships between young 
people and inspiring role models. 

The campaign will match mentors with 
under-served young people participating in 
PowerUP programs across the country. Peo- 
ple recruited more than 100 notable individ- 
uals from diverse professions each a 
leader in his or her field — to serve as e-men- 
tors. Participants include Michael J. Fox, 
Marion Jones, Robert F. Kennedy Jr., Gen. 
Colin Powell, Russell Simmons and Martha 
Stewart. The DHC, the first program of its 
type to involve such a high-profile group of 
mentors, was conceived to serve as a thor- 
oughly tested and evaluated model capable 
of national expansion. 

Mentors and mentees both undergo 


training developed by The National Mentor- 
ing Partnership to ensure they understand 
program objectives and meet the partner- 
ship’s recommended guidelines for respon- 
sible mentoring. In addition, all partici- 
pants fill out detailed profiles, which are 
reviewed prior to the matching process. 
Matches are made based on a combination 
of factors, including common interests, sim- 
ilar experiences in life, mentor knowledge 
in an area of special interest and shared 
expectations of the mentoring relationship. 
All mentors have submitted to a_back- 
ground check. The communication between 
the mentors and their youth participants 
will take place through online e-mail 
exchanges in a_ secure’ environment 
designed to protect the participants’ priva- 
cy. 
As the campaign proceeds, every compo- 
nent of the program is being analyzed and 
evaluated; it will then be packaged into a 
model program that is planned for expan- 
sion within the next year. Since e-mentor- 
ing programs are not yet widely available, 
the DHC hopes to inspire and encourage 
interested individuals to pursue a tradition- 
al face-to-face mentoring relationship with 
a youth.

(Newstream) — When asked if they would 
rather have chickenpox or a shot, most 
kids say, "Mom, I want the shot,” according 
to a survey recently released by the Nation- 
al Association of Pediatric Nurse Associ- 
ates and Practitioners. The survey, con- 
ducted by Yankelovich Partners, Inc., coun- 
ters the myth of chickenpox as a childhood 
rite of passage. 

The purpose of the nationwide survey 
Was tO examine parents’ and children's 
understanding and experience with chick- 
enpox, as well as parental awareness of the 
possible complications that can result from 
the disease. Key survey results included 
the following: 


Children and parents’ views on chicken- 
pox 

Children recalled their chickenpox expe- 
rience in negative terms: 

Seven out of 10 children considered 
chickenpox to be worse than many other 
common childhood ailments, including 
colds, earaches, sore throat and fever: 

Four out of 10 said having chickenpox 
made them “upset,” while almost one in 
three of those surveyed said having the dis- 
ease “worried” them: 

Of the children who felt upset when they 
had chickenpox, one in five felt that way 
because they missed activities, either 
social events (18 percent) or school (16 per- 
cent), and because they did not like the 
spots (18 percent); 

Over half of the children remembered 
being "hot" and "achy" and — not unexpect- 
edly 91 percent remembered being 
"itchy"; and 

More than seven out of 10 children said 
given the choice, they'd rather have the 
shot. 

Additional findings from 
revealed that among parents: 

Four out of five parents were not aware 
that death is a potential complication of 
chickenpox, and few parents were aware of 
other serious complications, including bac- 
terial infection (8 percent), pneumonia/res- 
piratory illness (6 percent), encephalitis (4 
percent) and neurological damage (4 per- 
cent); 

Three out of four were "concerned" when 
their child had the chickenpox, and almost 
one out of three were "extremely con- 
cerned"; ; 

The most frequently given reason (44 
percent) for not vaccinating a child against 
chickenpox was the lack of a vaccine at the 
time. Knowing what they know now, 60 
percent of parents said they would have 
gotten their child vaccinated if a vaccine 
were available; and 

Parents lack an understanding of how 
the virus spreads, with more than two- 
thirds assuming it's through direct contact 
with someone who has chickenpox. In fact, 
chickenpox is an airborne virus. 

“These findings confirm what our mem- 
bers tell us from their practice, that for 
most children and their parents, chicken- 
pox is a negative experience and they 
would prefer vaccination to repeating it,” 
says Robert A: Hall, executive director of

NAPNAP. "The lesson here is for parents 
whose children have not been immunized 
against chickenpox to get them vaccinated 
now and avoid discomfort and more seri- 
ous health risks.” 


Chickenpox vaccine 

Five years after its licensure by the U.S. 
Food and Drug Administration, the varicel- 
la (chickenpox) vaccine is recommended by 
all major vaccine policy-making organiza- 
tions in the United States, including the 
Advisory Committee on Immunization 
Practices and the American Academy of 
Pediatrics. The vaccine is required for 
school and/or day care entry in 22 states, 
with others pending. Yet, the latest nation- 
al vaccination rate reported for chickenpox 
was only 52 percent, far below that of other 
childhood vaccine-preventable diseases. 

"The members of NAPNAP, who play a 
key role in child health care and childhood 
disease prevention, would like to see that 
vaccination rate increase," says Mr. Hall. 
"Chickenpox has for too long been consid- 
ered a benign rite of childhood passage, but 
we know it has the potential to cause seri- 
ous health problems." 

Before the availability of the varicella 
vaccine, varicella disease was responsible 
for an estimated 4 million cases, 11,000 hos- 
pitalizations and 100 deaths each year in 
the United States (CDC, unpublished data, 
1999). Approximately 90 percent of cases 
occurred in children. Complications of 
chickenpox may include pneumonia, 
encephalitis (inflammation of the brain) 
and skin infections caused by group A 
streptococcus bacteria, a dangerous "flesh- 
eating" bacterium. 

Please note: The chickenpox vaccine is 
not for everyone; for example, it is con- 
traindicated in persons with a history of 
hypersensitivity to any component of the 
vaccine, including gelatin. Parents should 
talk to their doctor about whether vaccina- 
tion is right for their child. As with any 
vaccine, the chickenpox vaccine does not 
result in a protective effect in all vaccinees. 
Adverse reactions that have been reported 
with the use of the chickenpox vaccine 
include upper respiratory illness, cough, 
irritability, nervousness, disturbed sleep, 
fatigue, diarrhea and loss of appetite. For a 
complete list of side effects associated with 
the vaccine, talk to your pediatric health 
care provider.

Yet, each year in the 
United States, approxi- 
mately 300 young people 
die of brain injuries suf- 
fered in bicycling inci- 
dents. More than 144,000 
are treated in hospital 
emergency rooms for 
bicycle-related brain 
injuries. The cause? No 
protective head gear 
was worn. 

A new analysis of 
brain injury research 
shows that over a four- 
year period, bicycling 
incidents accounted for 
more than 40 percent of 
all brain-injury related 
deaths and _ roughly 
three-fourths of brain 
injuries among children 
ages 15 and under. 


Surprisingly, the 


research analysis finds that 


a major barrier to helmet 
use by children and adoles- 
cents is lack of parental 
awareness. According to one 
study cited in this analysis, 
conducted by Prudential 
HealthCare, parents com- 
monly responded that they 
"never thought about pur- 
chasing a_ helmet" when 
asked why their children do 
not own bicycle helmets. The 
response may not be so far- 
fetched when you remember 
that as children, today's 
adults never considered 
wearing a helmet. 

Research shows that only 
about 18 percent of the gen- 
eral population reportedly is 
wearing helmets all or most 
of the time while riding their 
bicycles, despite the fact that 
study after study has shown 
helmets can reduce chances 
of brain injury by 85 percent. 

Many of us_ remain 
unaware of the potentially 
fatal risk of not wearing pro- 
tective head gear, whether 
bike riding, in-line skating 
or skateboarding. Although 
the bicycle helmet is a sim- 
ple and relatively affordable 
preventive measure, its use 
is not heavily promoted, 
despite mandatory helmet 
laws in 19 states. 

Child-safety advocates 
have long cried out for a 
coordinated national cam- 


paign to make gains in rais- 
ing public awareness. Now it 
appears the call has been 
answered. Prudential 
HealthCare has teamed with 
the Brain Injury Association 
to raise helmet safety aware- 
ness among parents nation- 
wide. Through the national 
public safety _initiative, 
every parent and child now 
has access to helmets at a 
discounted rate ($10) 
through a toll-free number, 
(800) MY HEALTH.

Union ‘cooling off’ before Le aow return 


said Local 1505 president Stan Lichwala. 

Strikers “overwhelmingly ratified” a 
new contract Monday at the Lowell 
Auditorium by an 88-percent vote, and 
agreed to return to work, said Lichwala. 
Union members had refused Raytheon’s 
initial offer more than a month ago, 
demanding job security, better pen- 
sions, and improved health benefits. 

Lichwala claims the recent offer sat- 
isfied most of those demands. 

The final contract included a three- 
percent wage increase for the first and 
third years, and a four percent increase 
for the second and fourth years, he said. 

In terms of health care, workers’ 
weekly paycheck contributions will 
climb gradually from two and a half per- 
cent to three percent over the course of 
four years. Four dollars per year of ser- 
vice per month were added to pension 
packages. Finally, Raytheon guaranteed 
job security to workers by promising 
that programs such as THAAD, Theater 

| High Altitude Area Defense System, an 
_anti-missile program worth about $1 bil- 
_ lion dollars that the company estimates 
_ will create 200 additional jobs, will stay 
_in Massachusetts for at least the next 
four years, rather than moving to Texas 
/or Arizona as some strikers worried. 
| Raytheon also promised to spend $45

Feds grant $83K to special document program 


The national Institute of Museum 
and Library Services (IMLS) has 
awarded the Northeastern Document 
Conservation Center in Andover a 
federal grant of $83,500 

According to Congressman Marty 
Meehan’s office, which is touting the 
grant, the IMLS is a federal agency 
that supports the nation’s 15,000 muse 
ums and 112,000 libraries and “seeks 
to encourage the best in museum ser 
vice.”

not expect that relations inside the plant 
will ever be the same again. 

“It was kind of an ugly strike. We'll 
always try and rebuild what we had, but 
strikes don't do either side any good. 
People that go through them don’t come 
out the same way they went in,” he said. 
“It's a life-changing way and a learning 
experience for both sides.” 

Despite reports that many workers 
were tired of striking, Lichwala says 
they did not cave Monday and compro- 
mise more than they should have. 

“Everybody was ready to be done 
with it. But if (the contract) was any less 
than (the one ratified), then I think it 
would have been a problem.” 

Lichwala was unsure how many 
other jobs, never to return to Raytheon. 
He said he will know better when work 
schedules return to normal. Because 
tensions are still rather high, most 
employees won't resume their normal

work schedules until Monday, he said. 

“We need a little cooling off period,” 
Lichwala said. “Then we will go back to 
work and do what we do best — make 
anti-missiles.” 

David Polk, director of media rela- 
tions for Raytheon, could not be reached 
for comment. 

Police that worked the strike are 
happy to see a contract signed and a 
return to normal operations, said Lt. 
Jim Hashem. Area residents, who 
dialed police about noise complaints 
more than once’ a day on average, will 
also be relieved to see picketers put 
down their signs and resume work, he 
added. 


“They are all sleeping peacefully 
tonight,” said Hashem. “I'm sure the 
residents of Lowell Street and that area 
are very happy it’s over.” 

“This is the first day we didn’t have 
the strike, and no one called to com-| 
plain,” added Lt. Thomas Siopes. 


The new program the center is 
developing would have a_ national 
impact as it would provide museums a 
powerful tool to reach broad audi- 
ences, says Meehan, in a release.
